Quality very good 
for puddings,freezing or fresh. 


Peach, yellow gold,- This variety a cross of early Elberta,y and late Elberta 
r, very attractive oblong fruit with blush on one side, 
F.S. Quality fair, canning, shipping. 


Peach, New Hale,- This fruit resembles the Hale variety except not quite so 
large, few days earlier, higher flavor when canned, some 
what smoother texture, very good.Hating, canning, freezing 
shipping. 


Weeping Maple,- Very attractive tree for large lawns when topworked. Trees 
top worked on other maples, Acer Rubrun. 


Grape, Red wonder,- This grape has proved to be a good variety for home 
gardens. Vines hardy, fruit large, very sweet, ripens ear- 
lier than Concord, fine for jelly.
